Peking, April 30.— President Hsu 
Shih Chang, In consequence of the 
hostilities, today issued three proc- 
lamations calling attention to the 
serious consequences to China which 
might result from the Jeopardzing of 
foreign Interests. 

The first proclamation said the 
Chinese people were terrified, that 
merchants were suffering losses and 
the industry of the nation was 
demoralized. 

Therefore, it was demanded that 
Chang Tso-Lin and Wu Pet Fu im- 
mediately withdraw their armies. 
Fighting IB Sporadic 

The second proclamation declared 
that as Pekin was the capital of the, 
nation peace and order must prevail. 
The gendermerle under the direc- 
tion of the chief metropolitan area 
must take adequate measures. 

Emphasis was laid In the third 
proclamation on the necessity to 
protect the lives and property of 
foreigners and for compliance with 
treaties with the powers. It was 
added that the Chinese railroad ad- 
ministration had sent a protest to 
the Government asserting that the 
railroads of the country face bank- 
ruptcy in consequence of the sus- 
pension of traffic, and that this pact 
Involves foreign obligation. 

The fighting Sunday was sporadic 
throughout the war area. There 
were no signal gains by either side. 
The most persistent conflict appear- 
ed to be centered around Changsln- 
tien, southwest of the Peking wall, 
where Wu Pel Fu is concentrating 
for a drive In an attempt to turn 
Chang Tso-Llns western front tow- 
ard Tientsin. 

Each Has 50,000 Men 

Chang Tso-Lin's forces occupy the 
village of Changslntten, where 100 
wounded have been taken Into the 
houses of natives. Some of the 
wounded in the fighting have been 
brought to hospitals In Peking. The 
dead were left on the battlefield. 
Reliable details as to the casualties 
are not obtainable because the Chi- 
nese are keeping no record of them. 

The military situation Sunday as 
' gathered from legation attaches here 
was as follows: Changtso-Lln and 
Wu Pel Fu each has 50,000 men un- 
der fire or In position. Wu Pei Fu 
Is bringing up reinforcements from 
the Yang-Tse Provinces. Chang Tso- 
Lln is sending forces from Mukden 
which Boon will Increase the total 
effectives to more than 100,000 on

Washington, Apr. 31. — Kentucky 
would have three Federal court dis- 
tricts Instead of two under the pro- 
visions of a bill which is being pre- 
pared for introduction in the House 
next week by Representative John 
W. Langley, of Kentucky. 

It Is important that another dis- 
trict be created immediately in Ken- 
tucky, Mr. Langley said in order to 
facilitate the handling of Increased 
litigation, due largely to violations 
of the Eighteenth amendment. Mr 
Langley sa(d relief is needed in both 
districts, particularly in the Eastern 
District, which Includes courts at' 
Lexington, Frankfort, Richmond, 
London, Jackson, Covington and 
Catlettsburg. 

The proposed measure would di 
vide the State Into Central, Eastern 
and Western Districts, taking a part 
of each of the present districts for 
the new one. Additional courtrooms 
would he established at Plkevllle 
and Somerset and at a town in the 
western section of the State which 
has not yet been named.

Genoa. May 1.— David Lloyd 
George, British Prime Minister, haa 
drawn an alarmist picture of Europe. 

In addressing the British and 
American press representatives, he 
declared that the object at Genoa 
was to clear up political difficulties 
which were full of menace. 

He compared Europe 
racial lava, which, like the earth's 
crust, was seeking a proper level. 
This adjustment was full of peril. 
He emphasized thut Europe must 
take cognizance of hungry Russia, 
which would be equipped by an an- 
gry Germany. 

"The world must recognize the 
fact," he said, "that Russia nnd 
Germany combined contain more 
than two-thirds of the people of 
Europe. Their voice will be heard 
and the Russo-Cerman Treaty is the 
first warning of It." 

Danger Proof Cited 

As proof of the danger he cited 
the fact that there was no frontier 
line from the Baltic to the Black 
Sea, including the Rumanian, Gall- 
clun, Polish and Lithuanian front- 
iers, which had been accepted. 

"I wish America were here," he 
said. "Some people think we want 
the United States for some selfish 
purpose. This Is not true. We want 
America because she exercises a 
peculiar authority; her very aloof- 
ness gives her the right to speak. 

"America could exercise an influ- 
ence no other country could com- 
mand. She could come here free 
and disentangled, and with the 
prestige which comos from her in-

Washlngfon ( April 99. — It is high' 
time that the layman be made ac- 
quainted with some of the funda- 
mental problems of street and high- 
way construction. He who lives 
on the street or road and pays the 
large share of the Improvement tax. 
knows less about pavements than 
he doe* about any other thing for 
which he spends his money. This 
Is not well when wo consider the 
strtet and hlg'.iway improvements. 

It may surprise that man when I 
say that pavements are damaged at 
much by natural forces as they are 
by wear and tear of heavy traffic. 

These natural agencies of de- 
struction are water and temperature 
changes. Moisture swells the soil 
much as It swells a sponge. This 
swelling frequently ll sufficient to 
lift the pavement slab. The slab 
may then be resting on the soil at 
a weak point of heavy saturization 
and, at a point not far removed, may 
be resting oh a drier soil of greater 
bearing power. A load on the pave- 
ment under such conditions fre- 
quently causes cracking and in some 
types of pavement, cracking is fol- 
lowed by rapid disintegration. 

Moisture makes the sub-soil un- 
stable. Therefore the pavement Is 
not always uniformly supported. It 
must be realized that the function 
of a pavement Is not to support the 
entire weight of traffic of Itself, but 
to transmit the weight and Impact 
to the soil upon which It rests. 

In paving a road over soil that 
does not easily drain Itself — heavy 
clay for instance — particular atten- 
tion should be paid to artificial 
drainage. Money spent in necessary 
drainage, while adding a little to the 
first cost, will save ten times as, 
much throughout the life of the 
pavement by cutting down main-' 
tenance costs. 

Recent research has developed the I 
f fact that placing a layer of coarse' 
mutt tjiai — crushed rock, gravel 
slag — between the pavement and' 
the sub-soli, will keep the moisture 
from rising in the soil, thereby per- 
mitting the sub-grade to remain 
stable. Moisture cannot travel up- 
ward through a porous material 
containing such voids as are present 
In coarse material. There is noth- 
ing there- to suck It up like a sponge 
and hold on to it. 

The air in the vo'ds also doubt- 
less helps to obstruct the water 
movement. In winter when soli 
freezes these voids allow room for 
expansion, thus preventing heaving 
and cracking of the surface. Furth- 
er, such coarse material provides 
the best kind of a flexible, yet dura- 
ble base. This small degree of flexi- 
bility is necessary to permit the base 
to adjust Itself to the movement of 
expansion and contraction caused by 
heat, cold and moisture. 

These newly discovered reasons 
lor the use of coarse base material 
should Interest the taxpayer be- 
cause they mean that iocal material 
can be used at a saving in cost. 

Under certain conditions pave- 
ments are coutracted aud expanded 
by cold and heat. Rigid pavement 
slabs, unlike steel for instance, can- 
not withstand such expansion and 
contraction without cracking. 

Heat of the sun during the day 
will cause the top of a pavement 
surface to expand While the cool of 
the earth on the bottom side pre- 
vents uxpausiuu. Tola causes the 
pa vemi nt to warp, sometimes en- 
tirely lifting away from the sub-soil 
in the center and pressing down ou 
it tightly at each edge. At night this 
is reversed. The cool night air al- 
lows the top of the slab to contract 
while the heat stored In the earth 
during the day causes the under 
side to expaqd. This often lifts the 
edgeB from the soil aud leaves only 
the center supported. Heavy loads' 
In the center of the slab during the 
day and ou the edges at uight. 
where such conditions exist, may' 
easily crack the slab. 

Because of these destructive 
movements, the rigid type of pave- 
ment Is losing popularity among 
many highway engineers. The rig- 
id slab caunot adjust fisel! to these 
movements and is ultimately ruined. 
The need today Is for a pavement 
surface made up of hard, tough 
units, and the units bound together 
with some bituminoua material so 
H to provide flexibility Or "come 
aud go." This gives a hard, tough 
surface that will resist wear, tear* 
and Impact and at the same time 
provides a surface sufficiently flexi- 
ble to move up and down with the 
sub-soil's heaving, and expand aud 
contract under temperature change*, 
all without cracking. 

Tbesa are a few of the basic 
principles that the layman must un- 
derataud and study further, if be Is 
to intelligently select a pavement 
type, aud jp.nd his taxes econom- 
ically. Economy in buying shoes or 
a suit of clothes lakaa Into consider- 
ation wearing qualities and length

Illinois Central System Clears Up Point About 

Railway Net Income 



The net rr.llway operating Income of the Claia I railroads of the United States for 1921 was 
at the rate of 3.31 per cent upon their tentatlvo valuation as established by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission for rate-making purposee.' M-iriy have construed this to mean that the railroads 
realized a net income of 3.31 per cent available for dividends, enlargements and Improvement*. This 
is far from being true. There is a great difference between "nel railway operating Income" and 



Accounting methods are prescribed for the railroads by the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
and they are uniform for all railroads. After all operating expenses and taxes have been provided 
for, and uncollectible account* have been deductei, and after funds have been set aaide for the pay- 
ment of reutals on equipment and Joint facilities, the balance left over from revenue* Is called "net 
railway operating Income," which was for 1921 the 3.31 per cent referred to. Most railroad* 
have some income from sources other than railway operation*, such as Interest and dividend* on se- 
curities owned, which, added to the "net railway operating Income," constitutes what is known ae 
"gross Income." 

There are certain fixed charges, however, wh'ch must be paid before the "net Income" is es- 
tablished, chief among these being interest on the bonds and the rental of leased line*. After mak- 
ing deductions for these. It I* estimated that there wa* practically nothing left of either the "net 
railway operating Income" of 3.31 per cent or the 'gross Income." In othe • word*, the railroad* 

had no "net Income" for 1921. 

■ 

Some railroad* fared better than others durl ig 1921, Just a* some business men and farmer* 
fared better than others. Preferable location, for-sighted management, superior machinery with 
which to work — these are element* which have th?ir Influence in the showing made by a railroad, 
as they have in every other business enterprise. 

The railroads cannot serve the public adequately unless they are able to enlarge and improve 
their properties as the requirement* of the country for transportation service develop. In order 
for the railroads to grow, their securities must be attractive to investors, for the funds they receive 
from the issuance of securities are used In Improving their properties.
